Mexicans Against Intervention, 


New York, Aug. 9—That Interven- 
tion by the United States Is scarcely 
more than a remote possibility, but 
should there be intervention it would 
be fraught with the gravest  conse- 
quences, were the opinions expressed 
by Fransisco Dela Barra, former pro- 
visional president of Mexico, and form- 
er Mexican ambassador at Washington, 
upon his arrival hore from Mexico yes 
terday. Senor De La Barra will sail 
for Paris in a few days to assume his 
duties as Mexican ambassador to 
France. 

“Tam firmly of the belief,"" said 
Senor De La Barra. “that the Intellbe- 
ence of the American and Mexican peo- 
ples and the spirit of Justice and fair 
ploy in both countries will prevail in 
the present situation and that possi- 
bility of anything akin to internalfonal 
compltcations is most remote. 

“Intervention, it seems to me, is 
hardly to be thought of. High oMfetats 
in my country do not seriously con- 
sider the possibility, let alone the prob- 
ability of such an action on the part of 
the United States. I will say, how- 
ever, that should there by any chance 
be intervention the universal feeling in 
Mexico would be such that it would be 
difteult ‘to predict the outcome.” 

Senor De La Barra would not com- 
mit himself so far as to say that all 
the warring factions in Mexico would 
De united against the United States in 
event of intervention, That would be 
presuming too much," he said. ‘There 
ig just now no way of telling What 
stam would be taken by all factions, 
but the undoubtable faet remains that 
a very great majority of the people in 
my country do not want foreign inter- 
vention in their affairs and would prob- 
ably do what they could to prevent it.”

FIRST THINGS.

The fitst of the higher Institutions 
of learning in North. Anterica, “Harvard 
College,” held #ts first commencement 
exercises on this date, August 9th, tn 
1642, The “schoale or colledge" iat 
“Newetowne" was named in honor of 
the Rev. John Harvard, an English 
clergyman, who died in 1638, leaving 
a will by whitch half of his’ fortune of 
some 37,000 was given to the proposed 
Institution. Newtown was changed to 
Cambridge in honor of the famous Iing- 
lish university. As soon as Harvard's 
bequest was made known, a class of 
students began a course of study under 
Nathanlel Eaton, remembered for his 
strict and severe discipline, At first 
Harvard was little more than an In- 
dian school. Efforts were made to 
educate’ a few of the aborigines as 
teachers of thelr own race, but the at- 
tempt was a fallure, In 1640 the Rev. 
Henry Dunster—later forced to resign 
because of his religious opinions—be- 
came the first president of Harvard 
“Colledge,” and he presided at the 
first commencement, when nine stud- 
ents were graduated. While Harvard 
1s the oldest of American colleges, 
there were several universities in Latin 
America long before Harvard was 
dreamed of,

attention, 
Sarria nie many instances where 
markets have been tried, and notwith- 
standing the fact that a considerable 
amount of time and energy has * been 
put into them, they have not been a 
success. 
Like any other business concern, & 
+ market must be treated asa 
business enterprise, and handled in a 
businesslike manner, It does not do 
to neglect the farmers who, after all, 
represent the backbone of any success~ 
market, 
saat a public markel 1s to be run along 
successful lines ia Edmonton, there 
are several very important considera: 
tions that should be pul down as prime 
‘tors. 
Sathe first place there must be some 
kind of a suitable market building 
where the farmer is afforded protec- 
thon from the elements as well as at 
place where he may display ‘to best ad- 
vantage the different kind of farm pro- 
duets that he has to sell. It will not 
do to allow the farmers do come into 
the city and merely give them a place 
where they may back up their wagons. 
This arrangement works oul very welll 
for a few days during the week when 
the sun is mot too- hot an? the rain is 
not in evidence, but when the weather 
conditions are not Just ideal it Is daim- 
cult to keep up the interest in a public 


amarket. 


public 


Only Two Partles. 

The next great underlying principle 
involved in operating a successful mar- 
ket is that there should only be two in- 
terested parties, the producer and ‘the 
consumer. This is after all the one 
and only reason for establishing such 
a market. It fs intented to be a place 
Where the producer may meet face to 
face wilh the consumer, and thus sell 
his products direct. 00 often this fact 
is lost sight of, and the middleman jis 
allowed to get a grasp of the situation. 
Presently he is in control of the mar- 
ket. This means that the prices are 
then regulated by these middlemen and 
soon there ts lille, if any, benefit de- 
rived by the customer dealing on the 
market when the corner store has just 
as many inducements to offer. 

Slili- another important factor in 
building up areal market js a superin- 
tendent who knows his business and 
who takes enough interest in It to see 
that he keeps himself posted on all 
up-to-date methods in vogue in other 
suecessful markets in various parts of 
the country, 

Edmonton cannot yet boast of hav- 
ing a really fine market, but consider- 
Ing the facilities at present available 
for handling a public market, the re- 
sults need not be the cause of apology. 
Superintendent Robertson, of the Ed- 
monton market, is the right man in the 
right place, He understands what is 
required to put the Bamonton market 
in (he premier row with Canadian mar- 
kets. Ife has for months been study- 
ing {he methods adopted by markets 
elsewhere that are noted for their won- 
derful development. 

To Make a Trip. 

That he may stil further Inquire in- 
to the way dhe other fellow does

Example of Business. 

The present arrangement {fs 10 
charge a farmer dhe nominal fee of 
40 cents a day for the privilege of 
placing his wagon on the market 
sanare and selling his products. If he 
wants fo vent a stall or put up a smail 
stand ‘and use ft exclusively he Is 
charged at the rate of one dollar a day. 

Tust bo ive an instance of what 
business {s sometimes done even when 
{} is nol exnected, the superintendent 
asket a farmer a few days ato how 
lie got alenz, He replied that he had 
had a good day. and was taking home 
£95 as the returna from his Mttle 
democrat wagon, whieh was comfort- 
abiv MMled with vegetables when he 
took his place on the market In the 
forenoon. 

The superinfendent estimates that

It was 
orginally intended to thave the rigs 
drive into the main Duilding, but if 
this plan had been approved it would 
have been impossible to keep the 
building heated in winter. The over- 
hanging roof was then designed -to 
provide protection for the wagons 
While standing outside the building, 

In addftion to the vast amount of 
produce that will gradually swell the 
business of the new market when it ds 
ready to be occupied, the superinten- 
dent advises that he often receives 
lellers from farmers even as ifar east 
as Saskatchewan, in avhich they ask 
ff any ‘arrangement could: be made 


whereby they might forward their pro- 


duce on consignment. These people 
can be taken care of as well as the 
local producers, as the eclty market 
will then have a commission ‘branch 
where such goods will be sold on.a 
very small percentage basis, 

tt will also be possible to arrange 
for the shipment of carloads of fresh 
fruits from the Kootenays.. These can 
also be forwarded on consignment and 
sold on a percentage basis the same 
as any other market produce. 

In this way dt will not take many 
months after the new building has 
once been provided to establish a mar- 
ket in Edmonton that sill be in keep- 
ing with the city as well as doing 
justice ito the thrifty and prosperous 
class of ifarmers that are locating in 
the surrounding districts,

THE COMMISSION FORM OF GOVERNMENT FOR CITIES; WHAT 
IT MEANS AND WHAT IT DOES TO SIMPLIFY ADMINISTRATION 


Cities by the score sweeping away 
boards of aldermen, mayors) and a 
host of minor oMeials, and setting up 
hew municipal governments on a 
brand-new plan! 

The world looks on with amazed en- 
thusiasm at,towns that nol only get 
sood government, but keep it, election 
after election! Practically every re- 
maining city has its group of men en- 
thusiastically organizing to seoure the 
commission form of government for 
their ‘town. 

The spread of this movement was 
begun entirely by accident. Galves- 
ton, Tex., afler the great flood of 1900 
avas practically wiped out. So much 
progressive and constructive work 
was demanded of the clty government 
that the old system of a board of 
aldermen and the usual string of Inde- 
pendent officers broke down, 

A group of business men petitioned 
the state government to suspend the 
local government and replace {t tem- 
porarily with a commission of — five. 
This was done, and the whole city was 
put under the control of five men, 
three of whom were the appointees of 
the governor, This was where the 
term “commission” originated, and the 
name, for want of a betler description, 
has stuck to it ever since, although 
the boa fs no longer a “commission” 
in the true sense of the word at all, 

This commission in Galveston was 
able to make decisions and get things 
accomplished In half the dime that It 
took the old board of aldermen to get 
a resolution referred to a committec. 
The commission planned and built a 
sea wall to protect the clty against 
further floods, raised the ground level 
of a large part of the town, got ‘the 
city government running again at one- 
third less annual cost, made a number 
of important improvements, and at 
the same time reduced the debt and 
the ‘tax rate. 

After. two years, during which the 
politicians were finding precious little 
to do, the commission was made en- 
tirely elective by popular vote, much 
to the dismay of many good persons 


in the town, who. feared that the 
politicians would elect old-style of- 
ficials and restore ‘the old-time -in- 
eMiciency and boss rule. ‘Their fears, 
however, proved groundless, for the 
people proceeded to elect the same 
commission, and have continued to do 
it at every election since, Except by 
death there have been only — two 
changes in the personnel of the com- 
mission since tha beginning. 

Galveston's claim that it was the 
best governed city in the United States 
made Houston Jealous, and after a few 
years this oity petitioned for a similar 
government and was granted it. Dallas, 
Denison, Austin and almost all tho 
principal neighboring cities In Texas 
have since then followed suit. 

A few years after Galveston first 
began to attract attention some civic 
avorkers in Des Moines began to study 
the subject of popular government In 
fundamental fashion. They devised 
what has since become known as the 
“Nes Moines plan,’ which fs simply 
the. commission’ form of government, 
with certain interesting additions, 
known as the initiative, referendum 
and recall. 

By the terms of the initiative 
provision a petition may be pre- 
sented to the commission signed 
by a certain number of people 
demanding thenpassage of a cer- 
dain ordinance; and, if the com- 
mission sees fit to refuse the re- 
quest the matter must be settled 
by popular vote. 

By the referendum provision 
ordinances can be held up by a 
protest signed by a certain num- 
ber of citizens, and must then be 
rescinded by the’ commission or 
approved by popular vote, 

By the terms of the recall pro- 
vision, the presentation of a pett- 
tion containing a certain number 
of signatures may foree any 
member of the commission to 
submit the question of his con- 
tinunance in office to a new elec- 
{fon Immediately. 


clusively and in true sclentific fashion 
that one city is better governed than 
another. Nevertheless, despite the 
diMculty of making comparisons,-there 
is nothing more certain than the fact 
that, whether the commission ‘form of 
government 4s the jdeal form or not, 
iis better than the forms of govern- 
ment which preceded tt in the various 
cilies, ima 

Brief as the trial has been, the evi- 
dence nevertheless {8 startling. In 
every one of these cities there had 
been waste, some corruption and 
much inefficiency. In all of them 
party machines had been in complete 
control and had“heen maintained in 
running order at the public expense, 
through political favoritism in the 
making of appointments. How much 
the “ gangs’’ cost the cities was re- 
vealed when the government passed 
into the hands of men who, having 
obtained office without the help of the 
‘“‘gangs,"" could afford to ignore them. 

More remarkable than the fact that 
nearly every one of these cities has 
bettered its financtal condition—the 
surest proof of eMciency—ts the fact 
thal in no commission governed cily 
has there yet been reported a single 
serious allegation of graft. Any. in- 
stance of graft, whether proved or 
merely alleged, would have ‘been 
seized upon ‘triumphantly by — the 
enemies of this type of government 
and magnifled and exploited to - the 
utmost; but, thus far, the objections 
have perforce deen mainly theoretical. 

The secret of the suceess of the 
plan lies in the fact that the govern- 
mental power is taken out of  ob- 
scurilies and placed upon.a pinnacle 
of light where all the citizens can 
watch it. 

In our old-fashioned city govern- 
ments we have committed two serious 
errors. 

First; we have scattered the powers 
of government among so many petty 
officals that itis quite impossible for 
the people to wateh and control them 


It is no easy mattcr to prove con-! all, 


Second, we have subdivided the 
power in such small fragments thal 
no single part is really worth watch- 
ing. A member of the city council, 
for instance, under the old form of 
government, has so little power. that 
it really is not worth while for the 
people of the town to become agitated 
over the question of who shall get 
the jeb. 5 

The dypical old-style cily govern- 
ment of this country consists of a 
mayor, wilh fairly large. power; a 
string of minor administrative oMcials, 
and 4’ council, The feature of this 
plan is dhe scattering of power, based 
on our ancient fear of kings. We 
have always had a superstitions dread 
of giving to any official power enough 
oo do anything for us without getting 
the consent of several others. We 
have overlooked the fact that to make 
the former official obey our wishes we 
had also to exert simullaneops com- 
pulsion over dhe latter whose consent 
he needed, and that mopular control 
thus became anything but the simple 
matter It ought to be, 

The commission plan of sgovern- 
ment is based on no false idea that 
the people want to elect every clerk. 
It gives the power to flve men, who, 
thereby, become conspicuously re- 
sponsible before all the people of the 
city. Bach one of them is Important 
encugh fo make it worth while for 
the citizens to inquire concerning his 
record ‘and character, 

Each candidate for the office’ can 
attract a crowd to hear him speak. 
There are not 50 many commissioners 
but what every cilizen can find out 
about all them and vole intelligently 
on election day. There are not so 
many as !o cause a citizen to depend 
upon tickets put together for him by 
political specialists. Each citizen can, 
and does, make up his own tickel, and 
the function of the professional ticket- 
making machine is thereby entirely 
disposed of. 

The commission plan succeeds, 
therefore, because it puts the 


power where the peoplé can see it: 

The vital feature is- not ‘the 
method of organization, but the 
method of popular control. 

Tho most marked phenomenon of 
commission government has been the 
increased ‘interest of the people in 
their cily government. All eyes have 
been focused on ‘the clty hall, month 
after month without Inferruption. The 
acts of the commission are ‘the topic 
of conversation for the street car and 
the business men’s luncheon,  Criti- 
cism is plentiful, and—better yet— 
knowledge ofthe facts is widespread.

the commission plan before any of 
these features were thought of, and

duclion, 

On the other hand; the alarmists 
have as yet no evidence as grounds for 
fear, In the hundred cities that have 
the initiative and referendum, these 
devices have rarely been used: the

Prince Albert, Sask. Aug. 9.—~The 
paint factory of the Great West Iron 
Wood and Chemical Co,, established in 
Prince Albert, is now in full operation 
with a plant capable of turning out 
1,000 gallons of finished products g 
day. The factory is a four-storey 
building, 100x150 feet, with a floor 
space of 20,000 square feet, and con- 
tains {the most modern machinery. The 
manager ig an expert, and has utilized 
his experience in the arrangement of 
the plant so as to increase its capacity, 
and much of the machinery is of his 
own designing. 

Twenty years ago any crude machine 
was considered good cnough for the 
manufacture of paint, ‘but a demand 
has grown up for a superior article, 
bringing the consequent necessily of 
higher grade machinery, and the best 
which can be obtained have been ‘n- 
stalled here, The motive power is 
electric, and /the slip ring motors, 
which automatically shut off when 
overloaded, have been specially im- 
ported, being supplied by the Lanca- 
shire Dynamo and Motor Co. of Man- 
chester, England, through theiz jocal 
house in Toronto. ‘The 225 h.p. 4s so 
distributed and arranged that each floor 
can worl separately. The mixing and 
grinding machines have been specially 
designed fof the Great West Go., and 
the ‘giant mixer’’ is one of lwo oper- 
ated In Canada. The putty chaser is 
an improved type of machine. 

A specially arranged system of dis- 
tributing and measuring the oi) and 
varnish has been introduced, which 
results in much saving of time and 
labor, The combined use of pump 
power and the force of gravity has 
been carefully studied, and the plant 
{sso constructed that the raw in- 
gsredients have only to be> handled 
once. They pass automatically from 
floor to floor and through successive 
machines until the finished article Is 
produced, and this system has enabled 
the firm to increase the capacity of 
ils output. Each can ts sealed, marked 
and dated by special machinery  s0 
that in case of a label being defaced 
or removed the contents will be known 
At the present time the firm is im- 
porting paint tins, but in a short time 
they will be in a position to manufac- 
ture their own.

{05th season in the fall. Next Seplem= 
ber will be the first September in over 
a century that the doors of the Wal- 
nut street theatre will not open, 

The Walnut ‘street theatre stage 
has been played on Dy all the cele- 
brated actors and actresses from Ed- 
mund Kean down to the present day 
crop of celebrities. It was the first 
structure of ils kind built in America 
as a place of amusement. Erected 
on what was then the outskirts of 
lithe old Philadelphia, tt was a large 
riding school and the scene of eques- 
trial performances, Pepin and Bres- 
chard opened the building as the New 
Circus, February 2, 1809, With the 
exception of the — front wall, which 
we rebuilt in 1828, the original walls 
are still standing.

The great strike of metal workers in 
the ‘Midlands is supposed to have been 
settled on July 7 at a conference held 
under the chairmanship of Sir George 
Askwith, the government strike settler 


(without compulsory powers), Grave 
dissatisfaction ts, however, felt by 
many Jargo sections of the men with 
the settlement. It ds true that the 
“bottom dog,"”’ the unskilled laborer, 
is to receive a guaranteed minimum 
weekly wage of 35.75 as asked, but 
the 50 cents increase to other semi- 
skilled time workers and 10 per cent. 
Increaso to piece workers are only put 
down for later consideralion after the 
men have returned to work, It ds 
true that the “bottom dog'’ was the 
backbone of. the strike, and it was his 
exceptionally poor and miserable posi- 
tion that secured widespread public 
sympathy for the strike. Still, the 
other workers are in urgent need of 
betterment, as It 4s sald that jn some 
cases the unskilled laborers will now 
receive as much money a8 some of the 
semi-skilled workers, Large bodies of 
men have returned to work, but such 
{g the feeling in Birmingham district 
that it will take very little to bring 
them all out once more for a fight to 
a finish on all the original demands, 
As it is, the employers stand pretty 
definitely pledged to consider the other 
increases Witbin a month, 


Although only about half a millon 
members of the affliated trade unions 
having an aggregate membership of 
over two millions, whose views were 
sought on the question of a general 
elght-hour day, recorded thelr votes, 
the Parllamentary committee of the 
Trades Union congress have no inten- 
tion of abandoning ‘the movefiient. 
Indeed, they appear to be quite sutis- 
fled with the situation, 

MW. J. Davis, the chairman of the 


comroittee, In an interview observed: 
“We have had considerable encourage- 
ment, and many trade unions who did 
not go to the expense of a ‘ballot sent 
in unanimous resolutions in favor of 
the proposals. One of the questions 
submitted to the unions—Are you in 
favor of an eight-hour day in a form 
suitable to the exigencies of your 
trade with rigid restriction of  over- 
{ime?—-shows ‘that the Parliamentary 
committee recognize that there are 
exigeneles in every trade that have to 
be considered; and that while an 
eight-hour day may not sult all trades, 
a 48-hour week to fit In with the exi- 
gencles would do. In addition, sea- 
sonal trades, such as fish-curing and 
the great agricultural interests have 
to be given special consideration be- 
cause of harvest times, and therefore 
{ft might be that more than eight hours 
a day would have to be worked dur- 
ing oertain seasons, and adjusted at 
other ¢imes of the year. An arrange-

commend itself to all; miners, for {n- 
stanos, could act svell together, and!

Rach succeeding year has witnessed 
the steady growth of the congress, 
numerically and financially. This has 
been accomplished in spite of ob- 
stacles, the peculiarities of which 
have been Jittle understood and there- 
fore not fully appreciated by the aver- 
age trades unionist; although ~- these 
might well be pardoned, seeing that it 
has taken a number of years to render 
the executive’ heads of the interna- 
ltional= movement. sufficiently familiar 
withthe work’ status and objects of 
the congress—but particularly the 
status-—to induce them to place. their 
organizations in. proper relationship 
to it, 

In Edmonton there are 29 local un- 
ions entitled:to aMiate with the con- 
gress, and of thesé.25 are already. aMll- 
ated. The congress hopes: to. secure 
the barbers, garment:workers, railway 
canmen and tile dayers, which will give 
Edmonton’ a. complete. roll of aMliation, 
In Calgary there are only three unions 
not affiliated, and these, so the orga- 
nizer hopes, will soon de in line. 

Mr. Trotter's present mission in the 
loity ds ‘to secure from the west a re- 
presentation at the annual convention 
in Montreal, Last year at. the Guelph 
congress ‘there were present over 250 
delegates from all pants of th domin- 
ion. ‘This year, however, with the con- 
gress meeling.in thé largest city in the 
dominion, it ds altogether probable that 
there will be even ‘more delegates pre- 
sent than last year. 

From Edmonton Mr. Trotter goes 
south again to Lethbridge, and thence 
east through Medicine Hat and Regina, 
visiting trades union'centres on the 
route to Montreal. 

This period, however, is now past 
and ‘the international. trades (union 
movemem, of the North American con- 
tinent recognizes for: industrial pur- 
poses ‘their respective international ex- 
ecutive, for legislative purposes, north 
of the boundary line, the Trades and 
Labor congress of Canada,-and~ to 
the south the American: Federation of 
Labor. These two bodies issue in 
their respective Jurisdictions charters 
to provinclal and state federations of 
labor to carry on local legislative 
work in the workers’ interests, 

The growth of the congress Is 
shown in figures from the last report 
Which indicate a membership of 66,- 
428, and an annual receipt from. the 
small per oapita tax of $15,699.79 
There are 44 trades and labor councils 
In as many cities reaching from Vic- 
toria, B.C., to Sydney, Cape Breton, 
all holding charters ‘from and maintain- 
ing fnancial relations with the ‘Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada, while 
‘the unfons in the provinces of Alberta 
and British Columbia have organized 
and established provinelal federations 
of labor under chartor from the same 
body.

WOMAN IS FR

A case {In which several. interesting 
legal points were involved was decided

EARLY DAYS WERE 
TRYING ONES INDEED 


History of Place Merely Chron- 
icles the Trials and Hard- 
ships of Early Church Work- 
ers in the West, 


The St. Albert News some months 
ago printed a very excellent brief re- 
view of the founding — of the pretty 
town on the Sturgeon river. Extracts 
from this editor's pen are given here 
as follows: 

(St. Albert News) 

In the year 1859—over half a-cen- 
tury ago—we see that the country 
which we now Inhabit and which Is 
spoken of the world over, one might 
say, as the famous Sunny Alberta—was 
densely’ wooded and overrun with 
herds of wild animals and tribes of In- 
dians of possibly as wild a nature. 

It was to this uninyiting and distant 
domain that a cullivated and refined 
superioress of a religious community 
in Montreal asked of her o9-workers, 
who among them would care to devole 
their lives in evangelization of a people 
whose savage nature made life among 
them unsafe, Her appeal did not go 
unheeded for she found many who 
would gladly bid for a martyr’s crown. 
She chose however, but three, Rever- 
end Sister Emery, Reverend Sister Al- 
phonse and Reverend Sister Lamy. 

Traveling missionaries were only 
slightly known In the country, and 
the need of women co-workers was 
fell to be of such a necessily that calls 
on behalf of them were being made 
in the older settled provinces and not 
Without good results as has been proy- 
en. 

Thus on the 24th of September, 
1859, we find three reverend sisters 
of the community known as Grey 
Nuns or. Sisters of Charity, arrived at 
Lac Ste. Anne, a post about forty-two 
miles west ef here. This mission post 
had been founded fifteen years before, 
that fs in 1844, by the Reverend F, 
Remas.and was about the only goal to 
which travellers could point, The trip 
from Montreal to this post had been 


required oftimes to go from the north 
fo the south side by utilizing the street 
railway system, This Is because there 
are no stops made by the train, once 
the locomotive gets under: headway, 

The distance between. the city limits 
of Edmonton and the town ‘limits of 
St. Albert is, as a matter of fact, but 
a few miles. Something (like three 
miles in all the distance in a direct line 
hetween the city and the town limits, 
Heneo, ft is very ‘easy to conceive, of 
the two municipalilies. bes. merged 
by the actual setilement,of the inter- 
véning space if not uetually joined as 
to form of government. ‘That the day 
Will) come when the town. will Join 
hands with and become a part of Ed- 
monton is predicted even at this day, 
by men who deal in reai estate and 
make a study of the srowth and de- 
velopment of municipalities.

A good steel:bridge spans the Star- 
Seon river at St. Albert, giving trans- 
portation to vehicles and pedestrians, 
Te Canadian Northern had a high level 
bridge across the river farther up tha 
stream, ' : 

While the Canadian Northern is lhe 
only means of railroad aceess to St. 
Albert at the present time, the town is 
destined to have mure roads. The 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Col- 
ubmia line runs in close proximity to 
the town while the “interurban'’ makes 
St Alert Its objective point. With the 
completion ofthe “interurban” St. Al- 
bert will be brought to within 45 min- 
utes of Edmonton. This schedule is 
planned by the people building the in- 
terurban line, Eventually this road 
will be electrified and the same char- 
acler trolley cars ‘thal operate through- 
out the cily of Edmonton will find a 
teruginal al St. Albert.

The personnel of the mission here 
was augmented by the acquisition of 
an Indjan woman who was being held 
a prisoner as a sorceress by the Indians 
at St. Paul dies Crees. The saving of 
{his life, however, cost Father La- 
combe ww horse, which he was forced 
to give in exchange for the woman's 
liberty, but in her he saw a valuable 
asset for the strugm@ling mission, She 
proved herself to be worthy of tha 
kindness shown her by remaining a 
devotee for many years of her foster 
home here. ‘Twas a day and time 
when all hands were necessary to 
garner In for subsistence of life and so 
faithful a helper proved a boon. 

The following year In 1868 the Su- 
perioress was called tio headquarters 
{In Montreal to attend a chapter of ‘the 
Mother House, and this year not only 
saw the little mission deprived of tts 
beloved Superior, bul was also marked 
by a famine. Drought had reduced the 
storehouse, which had to supply the 
wants not only of the little band of 
workers,but of tribal mendicants as 
well, to the sum total of {4 dushels of 
wheal, 60 Dushels of potatoes and a 
few cabbage and onions, 

Gradually the number of missionar- 
{es was increasing and in 1869 Brother 
Bowes arrived from Obtawa to prove an 
invaluable adjunet to the growing and 
now ‘important mission: centre, A 
carpenter of no mean ability he found 
ample scope for laboring In ‘the many 
needs which were beloe felt by the 
growing community, He dullt the 
church which ds now used as an aud{- 
torium,’ 

The famine continuing, and ithe chase 
becoming somewhat less plentiful. on 
account of the Ndvent of settlers, the 
mission found itself obliged to send. a 
contingent of hunters to the plains for 
a supply of buffalo and other meat, 


by strangers who see for the first time 
this part of the country, 

The first winter in these new quart: 
ers proved to be a very severe ona 
and much hardship was experienced, 
t was also in 1864, the year in whieh 
the government sent Dr. Ray, whose 
mission it was to establish a telegraph 
line to Bdmonton. This line, by the 
Way, was only completed in 1879, 15 
years latter.

This they were obliged to continue 
doing as the famine Jasted for two 
years while the needs of the mission 
were constantly on the increase. The 
increasing number of hunters which 
gathered aout the mission post had a 
dendency to drive away the game which 
hitherto had been so plentiful. The 
famine left no other resource but meat 
for subsistence. The crop of 45 bush- 
els of seed potatoes Which was.intend- 


ed as the mainstay of the mission yield- 
ed but 20 bushels, yet in spite of this 
fact we read the following quotation 
from the annats kept by ‘the Superior- 


ess at the time: “Though we have| ground had been so consecrated to |

St. Al- 
bent's little band was reinforced by the 
arrival of Reverend Sr. Lassiseraye, of 
Montroal, whose knowledge of medi- 
cine and nursing made her indispens- 
ible to the growing community where 
doctors were almost unknown, 

The year {872 saw a bumper crop 
well preserved, which to them meant 
life and extension, One may imagine 
the Joy felt when the goal was in 
sight, for with favorable crops and the 
kindly reception accorded them among 
the Indians, the prospects of growing 
and extending their scope became as- 
sured.

No other 
home was ever known to this child who 
grew into womanhood and settled in 
this vicinity, but no ‘estimate can be 
phaeed on the influetice welled by 
these circumstances, upon the Lives of 
the savages with such gn environment, 

What with the advent of a few ad- 
venburers and travellers into amd 
through ‘there hitherto uninhabited 
regions, Lhe temperament and disposi- 
{ion of the natives became softened 
which tended to alleviate in a great 
measure the hardships of ‘the pioneer 
mode all {he harder 
through the suspicion and distrust 
with which the native element regard- 
ed neweomers into their territory.

It is the desire 
of the management of the Edmonton 
Interurban Railway company” to have 
this cav negotiate the distance between 
tho Mlinois metropolis and the Alberta 
hub by its own power, It is. pro- 
posed that this first inlerurban car 
travel by its own power from the shops 
Where it has been built to the scene of 
its future activities. Providing that 
arrangements can be made with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway company, 
this 48-foot car-green coach will do 
that thing, 

It will be an additional expense to 
oring this car by its own power to Ed- 
monton,? The extra cost will represent 
approximately $1,000. Nevertheless, 
the Edmonton Interruban people wish 
to .have the car come of its owm power 
to this city, 

Whon asked why the company was 
arranging {o operate the motor over 
the several railway lines between this 
cily aod Chicago, instead of having it 
loaded on a big railroad freight car and 
drought here, Mr, Maurice Kimpe, gen- 
eral manager of the Interurban line, 
stated ‘that they desired to do so to 
adyortise Edmonton and the fact that 
Edmonton has an interurban railway 
which requires a motor car of the new- 
est design, : 

When the car leaves Chicago it will 
bo conspiciously labeled so that all who 
read may know the desfination of this 
piece of up-to-date rolling stock. 
The Interurban company has been con- 
ferring with the several railway -lines 
over which the car will run and have 
practically Completed the arrangements, 
The motor will leave Chicago over the 
Ghicago, Burlington and Quincey, travel 
thence over the Chicago, Minneapolis 
and St, Paul to St. Paul, thence over 
the Great Northern to Winnipeg, and, tt 
is planned over the Grand Trunk to 
the city of Edmonton, 

Just how long a time will be required 
to make this trip is not known. The 
car will not attempt to smash any 
fast mall records. It will be satisfied 
to Jog along as a second section of some 
fairly fast passenger train, or in some 
other capacity that would suit the rail- 
road over which the Rdmonton car may 
be travelling, This motor will have its 
own train crew and also have a second 
train crew from the railroad on whieh 
it is running. 

When final arrangements are com- 
pleted and this car begins the trip of 
1,700 miles, there will be aboard, be- 
gides the regular crew, Mr. P. Santel- 
lier, mechanical engineer of the Rd-| 
monton Interurban Railway company. 
IIe will be the only officer of the 
company to make the trip.

Forty-minute Service Will Be Inaugurated at the Beginning and Hacks 
May Put on to Cover the Gap—Only, Passenger Traffic at First. 


Just when the first interurban car 
will run to St. Albert is a question 
that cannot be answered definitely by 
the management of the road itself. 
Interventions and disappointments un- 
expected, and for which no one can 
be considered responsible, Will prevent 
the interurban Hine from landing people 
from St. Atbert to the steps of an 
Edmonton electric car for a month or 
so yel. This is because of the neces- 


sary construction of a connecting line 
within the city limits. The Interurban 
Company may, however, overcome this 
handicap to a certain extent by in- 
augurating some kind of a ‘bus service 
between the end of the interurban line 
and the end of the street car track; 
Nothing toward'a definite arrangement 
has been made relative lo this. matter 
as yet, but such-has ‘been thought of 
and even intimated, If this measure is 
resorted to in order to facilitate travel 
for the residents of St. Albert and 
community lo the northwest of the 
city, a service will be started over the 
line some time within a few weeks. 
The first motor car will reach here 
from Chicago within a fortnight. The 
second will reach here within 30 days 
or less time. The service made pos- 
sible by omnibus, taxi, haok, or some 
other kind of vehicle would be tem- 
porary, and would not be as frequent 
as Will be the regular service witen the 
schedule of the finished Hine is put in 
operation, 
A 40-Minute Service. * 


It is thought at this time that a car 
every 40 minutes will be a very desir- 
able and satisfactory service at the 
beginning of reguiar operations, A car 
will be able to cover the distance from 
the city limits to St. Albert in 45 
minutes, This will allow 10 minutes 
of grace. On this schedule one of the 
two motor coaches which the company 
has purchased will be able to handle 
the traMle. The second car will be 
held as a relief or stand-by, except on 
holiday. On gala days when Edmon- 
ton as a body goes to St. Albert, and 
vice versa, both cars will be utilized. 


Stop When Necossary, 


Just what stop will be made belween 
the Edmonton station and St, Albert is 
another question that cannot be an- 
swered now, This. is a matter that 
must work out its own solution. The 
company cannot know at this time 
where it would be most convenient to 
place platforms and shelters for the 
beneflt of the public, tonsequently 
no attempt will be made to do this 
until the line is in operation. Then it 
will be seen where traMe is to be 
picked up, and at such places where 
trafle is found these waiting rooms 
will be placed in such number as may 
be required. The cars will be oper- 
ated to accommodate the traffic, and 
where anything is demanded it will be 
provided, 

Passonger Traffic First. 


Passenger traMe is what {he com- 
pany will cater to at this time. Later 
freight will be taken care of. This 
will mean the purchase of more cars. 
At the present time, however, only the 
passenger end of the business is being 
handled, Of course, small bundles

Either regu- 
lar Interurban freight cars will be 
utllized, or a combination car for pas- 
sengers and freight will be put on the 
run, If a combination car were uti- 
lized it would mean that the front end 
Would He devoted to rapid transit 
frelght and the ‘back half of the car 
would be devoted to the accommoda- 
tion of passengers. 

The 40-minute service which will 
mark the beginning of the interurban 
Service will be maintained pending 
such time as trafflo demands a more 
frequent operation of cars. 

Passengers from St. Albert will be 
deposited by the interurban line at the 
interurban station, ‘at the village of 
Calder, and there picked up by the 
Edmonton Radial Railway, which will 
enter that village.

berta capital, The company was or- 
ganized for the further purpose — of 
building and. operating other interurban 
railway lines radiating from Edmon- 
ton. At the present time the St. Al- 
bert project is demanding the time and 
attention of the officials and future 
lines are being given no consideration, 
The company’s charter. incorporates 
lines to Fort Saskatchewan, Beaver 
Lake, Tofield (taking in Cooking Lake), 
Veereville, Pigeon lake,  Mewassan, 
Lake Ste. Anne, Namao and Namao Post 
Office. 

Large Capital Represented 

This enterprise whichis affording 
the city of Edmonton its first interur- 
ban railroad is financed by both Hd- 
monton and foreign capital, French 
capital is represented to a large ex- 
tent. The president of the company, 
and a large stock-holder, belongs to 
the city of Paris, The officers and 
directors. of the Interurban company 
are: President, George Barbey, Paris; 
Vice-president, J. HM, Pickard, Edmon- 
ton; general manager, Maurice Kiinpe, 
Edmonton; secretary-treasurer, C. E. 
Barry, and Leon Bureau, Paris. 

The capilal is divided into shares of 
$100 each and $500,000 has been sub-

Rivierro Q'Barre districts, St. Albert 
is the distributing point for these com- 
munities, 

Two years ago there was probably 
not one cow milked for other than 
local consumption in the St. Albert 
district, And today there must be 
hundreds. That there are not more 1s 
because. the farmers have not been 
able to get together proper herds so 
far, It requires.considerable time to 
set together a dairy herd of 45 or 20 
good grade cows even, Nevertheless, 
this same district boasts of one herd 
of purebred. stock, Gradually and 
quickly good grade herds and quite a 
number of purebred cows are being 
acquired by St. Albert farmers. With- 
in a few years they will have a milk- 
ing strain of cows unsurpassed —any- 
Where in the province. In this re- 
spect the St. Albert district is behind 
no other én central Alberta. There 
are very few good dairy herds in the 
whole province, and remarkably few 
in the Edmonton district. But there 
are being acquired very raipidly, 

St. Albert has one dairy farmer who 
has a herd of genuine purebred cattle, 
This man is Mr, Arthur Grenier, Mr. 
Grenier resides one mile from St. 
Albert. We has a herd of purebred 
Ayrshire cows. He milks about 415 
cows, and his monthly creamery check 
reaches the $150 mark. Mr. Grenier 
has a first class barn with modern con- 
veniences and sanitation contrivances. 
He started dairying about two years 
ago. He is a pioneer in the country, 
having ent the bush from his. place.

made throughout this St. Albert dis- 
tnict in the matter of road building. 
With the Municipalities Act in opera- 
tion, and the government look after 
trunk roads, the question of bad roads 
should ere long be a relic of the 
past.”

HOME OF BISHOP 
HOME OF SCHOOLS 


For More Than Half a Century 
Devoted Sisters of Charity 
Have Taught the Red 
Men's Children, 

St, Aybert onJays quite a distinetion 


In the fact. that it is the home of the 
Catholic bishop, From St. Albert, the 


The importance of work of the diocese Is directed. There 


Is located ‘the Bishop's palace. ‘The 
parish church or cathedral is located 
at St. Albert, and the Sisters of Ghar- 
Ity conduct there a convent or school 
for both boys and girls, an orphanage, 
and a school for Indians, The Arch- 
BisNop also resides at St. Albert. Thera 
are three separate and distinct institu- 
liong of learning in these schools. The 
orphanage is one school of itself and 
quite an undertaking. ‘The school for 
boys and girls, walte children, who gre 
boarded at the convent, is another work 
of no small magnitude, while? the 
labor in teaching the children of the 
red man Is a task of still larger pro- 
portions. Each work is kept distinot 
and apart. . The’ white children are 
housed and fed at the convent and are 
schooled at the public school where 
four gray nuns are teaching, 
Work With Indijzns 

Teaching the Indian children ts a 
work upon which the school at St, 
Ibert was founded. And the sisters 
will not give that up until the ar- 
rival of the day when there will be no 
Indian children to teach. For mora 
than half a century these grey nuns 
have been teaching the Indian chil- 
dren, The school was established 
for that purpose; teaching these chil- 
dren is in reality the major work of 
the institutfon allhough the number of 
White children and number of orphans 
in the orphanage are increasing quite 
rapidly. 

Indian boys and girls are kept. In 
school until they are 18 years of age, 
They are taught book lore as well as 
courses in practical things. Manuel 
training is given a prominent place in 
the school. The boys are taught to 
Work on the tarm handling horses and 
engaging in agriculture when they be- 
come old enough. 
teens they are given more out-door 
practical insiruction and less — school 
Indoors, Experience has taught these| 
Catholic sisters the practical and most 
efficient way to teach the aborigines, 
and they utilize the most effective 
methods. | The work. of the nuns has 
been so effective thal the dominion 
recognized it in a way and gives the 
school'a small fee’ per capita of full 
blooded Indians, The half or. quar- 
ter breed child, however, receives no 
such recognilion and but for the work 
of the school, his- environment would 
undo tendancy to white men’s point 
of view and mode ofsliving that breed- 
ing might have instilled: 

The school .begins.to pay a small 
monthly wage ‘to Indian boys after 
they have attained 14 or 15 years of 
age. This may start at a few. dollars 
a month, and-by the time the boy-is 18 
years of oge, he may be receiving $10 
a month or maybe more. This money 
is placed aside to the credit of the 
pupil so that when his eighteenth 
birthday arrives and he leaves the 
school, he has several ‘hundred dol- 
lars in money and can purchase a team 
of horses or enter upon a homestead, 
or seek some other channel for fulure 
endeavor, 

The sisters have a farm in connec- 
tion with the school, and it is upon 
this farm {that the Indians are taught 
husbandry, There are about 900 acres 
in this farm. _ It is this farm that 
makes. the maintenance of this school} 
possible. Here is raised food for the 
table, And there are several hundred 
mouths to feed three times a day, 
Stock is raised to provide meat. Wheat 
is grown and other grains and the 
school garden is unexcelled. Cows 
supply milk and cream, and butter is 
made, The institution tries to produce 
as much of its supplies as possible and 
makes remarkable strides in that direc- 
tion. 

All this is managed and directed by 
women, by grey sisters, Sister M. A. 
Leduc is Sister Superior, and in chargé 
of the institution. 

The Orphanage 

In maintaining the orphanage, the 
Sisters of Charity are performing a 
noble work and carrying a great load 
upon already heavily laden shoulders.

‘Mie sisters are 
caring for them, and in doing so are 
performing a work which belongs to 
the state. Applications have been 
made, it Is understood, to the provin- 
dial authorities asking that something 
he allowed the school on a per capita 
basis for caring for ‘these orphans, 

The sisters tiave hopes of recoiving 
such recognition as will help them 
over a financial obstacle under which 
they have been struggling for a tine, 
The work has demanded the crection of 
buildings and. buildings have cost 
money. There are several large dor- 
mitories, one five:stories high, another 
four stories, 

Other buildings have to be maintain- 
ed and the Institution is sorely crowd- 
ed for room right now, ‘here is need 
of more buildings, The institution is 
paying interest of some 840,000 which 
means 82,400. With this interest, with 
the orphans, with the Indian school, 
all requiring money to maintain, much 
money is required, 

The convent or school for white 
children does pay {ts way owing to 
the fact that the sisters do the work. 


There are avout 90 boarders, boys and 


girls, who live ot the convent in dor- 


matories ‘built especially for this work. 


In the grey nuns’ enterprise at St. 
Albert, 29 sisters are devoting their 
lives. The number fs really too small. 
Half a century ago the work was start-
